ALTHOUGH IT CAME TO US IN THE FORM OF A TYPEWRITTEN DRAFT 
WITH SOME HAND INTERLINEATIONS, WE THINK IT IS ACCURATE 
AND IT WILL BE IDENTICAL TO, OR VERY CLOSE TO, TEXT TO 
BE PRESENTED FOR PLENARY ACTION MARCH 20. 

2. NOTE THAT PARA FIVE CONTAINS AN UNACCEPTABLE 
REFERENCE TO THE NIEO. LUIS ECHEVERRIA IS REPRESENT- 
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ING MEXICO AT THIS CONFERENCE, AND HE IS A POWERFUL 
FORCE ON THIS ISSUE. IT IS ONLY THING HE HAS PRESSED 
FOR, AND NOBODY WANTS TO OPPOSE A FOMER CHIEF OF STATE. 

WHEN NIEO AROSE IN DNG'S CONSIDERATION OF ARTICLES, 

USDEL SPOKE AGAINST, BUT WAS NOT SUPPORTED. (USDEL, 

OF COURSE, WAS NOT REPRESENTED IN BUREAU WHEN IT 
DEALT WITH PREAMBLE.) 
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3. NOTE ALSO THAT PARA TEN IS IN BRACKETS, MEANING 
THAT IT DID NOT RECEIVE CONSENSUS SUPPORT. THIS MEANS 
IT IS AUTOMATICALLY UP FOR DISCUSSION BEFORE PLENARY

ION IN EDUCATION, THE RECOMMENDATION CONCERNING THE 
STATUS OF TEACHERS, THE DECLARATION OF THE PRINCIPLES

QUESTION ADOPTED BY EXPERTS MEETING AT UNESCO, 
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(L0) (ENTIRE PARA IN BRACKETS) TAKING INTO ACCOUNT 
FURTHER THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND BY UNESCO CONCERNING APARTHEID, RACIAL DISCRIM- 
INATION AND ALL FORMS OF RACISM, 

(LL) REAFFIRMING ITS DESIRE TO PLAY A VIGOROUS AND 
CONSTRUCTIVE PART IN THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
PROGRAMME OF THE DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM 
AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, ASDEFINED BY THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY OF THE UNITED NATIONS AT ITS TWENTY-EIGHTH 
SESSION, 

(L2) NOTING WITH THE GRAVEST CONCERN THAT RACISM,

PEOPLES AND ALARMED AT THE DANGER OF THEIR SERIOUSLY 
DISTURBING INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY, 

ADOPTS AND SOLEMNLY PROCLAIMS THIS DECLARATION ON 
RACE AND RACIAL PREJUDICE. TORRES UNQUOTE
